The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Note that 
Applicant's argument is sufficient to overcome the art rejection and sufficient to place 
the instant claims in condition for allowance. Support for the limitation that the skin 
extends continuously between the first soft region and the second soft region can be 
found at paragraph 1 6 and figure 2 of the specification of the present invention. None of 
the prior art references taken alone or in combination, teach or suggest the component 
for a vehicle interior having the recited structure, namely the skin which extends 
continuously between the first soft region and the second soft region. The provisional 
double patenting rejections have been overcome for the same reasons set forth above.
